Select Board discusses 
79 Nichols St. proposal

WILMINGTON — The Sel- 
ect Board discussed. two 
memos in communications 
regarding the 40B proposal 
at 79 Nichols St. during 
their meeting on Monday 
night, among other commu- 
nications, before they re- 
ceived public comment. 

The first memo came 
from Attorney Michael New- 
house indicating that the 
applicant was prepared to 
revise the design of the 
apartment building for a 
three-story building instead 
of four. He also shared that 
the applicant would meet 
with the town to discuss five 
single-unit subdivisions. 

The second letter came 
from Director of Planning 
and Conservation Valerie 
Gingrich, wherein she said 
that residents identified 
their concerns at the Mass 
Housing site visit. She also 
advised that the four-story 
building would probably fail 
the design requirements of 
the Planning Board and 
that Mass Housing request- 
ed the applicant revise their 
plans accordingly. 

Select Board Chair Judy 
O’Connell suggested a plan 
for the messages that the 
town received from resi- 
dents, which were to be pre- 
sented as part of the town’s 
letter to Mass Housing, to 
be forwarded with the new 
comment letter to Mass 
Housing. She clarified that 
the board took action on 
this property due to resi- 
dent concerns and this com- 
ment letter opportunity. 
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Town Manager Jeff Hull 
responded that there might 
be concerns from the letters 
they received that would 
not apply to the new propos- 
al or a possibility their con- 
cerns may not be taken as 
seriously if they only per- 
tained to the old proposal. 

O’Connell still said she 
wanted to acknowledge the 
time residents took in sub- 
mitting their letters of con- 
cern and invite people to 
revise their letters. Hull 
proposed a reply to individ- 
uals who submitted letters 
explaining the situation and 
letting them know about 
the new comment period 
instead. 

The board mostly wanted 
to make sure that residents 
would be notified about the 
new comment period begin- 
ning. O’Connell mentioned 
that Mass Housing would 
notify the town when the 
comment period begins 
again. She said the town is 
committed to communicat- 
ing the same information 
with residents as soon as 
they know. 

Hull also clarified that 
the proposed meeting with 
town leaders would be pri- 
vate and not during a pub- 
lic meeting. 

Other communications 
came from Hull regarding 
Wildwood remediations, rail- 
road crossing updates, KP 
Law trainings, job openings, 
and the maple meadow 
brook monitoring wells. Hull 
wrote to the board that the 
town might need to pay at 
least $945,000 for the re- 
mediation at the Wildwood 
School and the Finance 
Committee would be consult- 
ed to help find those funds. 

On the railroad crossings, 
he shared that the MBTA 
installed air conditioning 
into five bungalows and 
completed circuitry work at 
all 11 crossings. They’d also 
be releasing the report on 
the Jan. 21 incident to their 
safety committee which was

Public library receives $100,000 for renovations 
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Stewart shared in. an in- 
terview that Wood has been 
instrumental in a number 
of makeovers and improve- 
ments at the library in her 
tenure, both regarding the 
library’s services and the 
building itself. She couldn’t 
say enough how much she 
appreciated Wood applying 
for the grant and oversee- 
ing its use as she prepares 
to retire. 

In the grant proposal writ- 
ten by Wood, she described 
how the current building is 
52 years old and only 15,000 
square feet in size. The 
grant also provides context 
into the library’s proposal 
for a new building which 
was defeated at Town Meet- 
ing in 2005, and the town’s 
Facility Master Plan from 
2018 pushing back updates 
to the library building until 
2034 due to the priority of 
other projects including all 


six elementary schools. 

For these reasons, the 
library staff has led the 
drive for all building up- 
dates since, 2005, relying on 
their own research or oth- 
er towns for ideas and 
funding outside of the 
town’s capital resources. 

The library most recently 
converted the stairwell at 
the front of the building into 
an office on the first floor 
and a teen annex on the sec- 
ond floor. This was paid for 
from the Barbara Johnson 
Fund and approved by the 
Board of Library Trustees. 
The Barbara Johnson Fund 
also helped to create the 
Peggy Kane reading garden 
outside which features seat- 
ing and several statues. 


Besides making updates to | 


the building itself, they’ve 
adapted the library’s ser- 
vices to meet the changing 
needs of the town — increa- 
sing online presence, adding 
a 3D printer, and creating

space that can be trans- 
formed to host events like 
open mic nights or live music. 

Stewart went on to say 
that the awarding of the 
grant to WML is an indica- 
tion of how the Cummings 
Foundation values libraries. 

“Few libraries get these 
grants,” she said. “Very few 
[organizations] get fund- 
ings to improve buildings... 
we’re one of the first.” 

She also could see other 
libraries being encouraged 
to apply for the grant pro- 
gram after Wilmington re- 
ceiving the grant. 

Stewart said that the li- 
brary’s priority is to make 
good use of the Cummings 
Foundation grant money. 
With money from the Bar- 
bara Johnson fund, they are 
beginning the. process to 
hire a space consultant to 
redesign a portion of the 
first floor. This would be the 
area currently housing the 
main service desk, a small 


office (made using separa- 
tors), a few computers, and 
their fiction section. 
Changes that the space 
consultant might suggest 
could include new shelv- 
ing, painting, carpeting, or 
any new use of the space. 
All of those changes would 
be paid for by the grant. 
The money from the Cum- 


mings Foundation will come — 


through in two payments 
over the next two years, 
$50,000 at a time. They’ll 
also be matching the funds 
with existing trusts to put a 
total of $200,000 toward the 
remodel. In addition to 
providing at least $100,000 
grants to all 140 winners, of 
which the library is just one, 
the Cummings. Foundation 
will go on to offer a larger 
10-year grant to 40 winners 
who have received their 
grants in the past.

WILMINGTON — On 
Monday night, the Wil- 
mington Select Board 
approved requests for 
town spaces, licenses, 
and appointees and re- 
ceived a presentation on 
an electrical station. 

They took no action for 
their first appointment, 
as requested by the ap- 
plicant who couldn’t make 
it to the meeting, Jibran- 
khan Pathan, relative to 
a request for a common 
victualer license for 101 
Main St. 

Reading Municipal Light 
Department General Ma- 
nager Colleen O’Brien 
provided information on 
the upcoming replace- 
ment of an electrical sta- 
tion on Wildwood Street 
including an estimated 
timeline. She explained 
how the RMLD had been 
trying to purchase a plot 
of land for a relocation in 
the Ballardvale area due 
to the potential increase 
of service there. 

She shared that with 
this particular plot they 
found, they signed a let- 
ter of intent and a pur- 
chase and sale. The pro- 
cess would involve land 
preparation, permitting, 
soil borings, and electri- 


delivery. The first pickup 
would be estimated for 
late 2024 on the new sta- 
tion. 

O’Brien went on to ex- 
plain that the Wildwood 
station was placed near 
wetlands on a very small 
lot without room for load 
growth. 

“The existing substation 
has been bandaid-ed, if 
you will... [we’ve] put a 
lot of work into making 
sure it stays reliable.” 

She assured the board 
that almost all of their 
other reliability issues 
had been dealt with. 

Select Board Chair Ju- 
dy O’Connell asked about 
how this would affect the 
rate of service. O’Brien 
answered they just com- 
pleted a cost-of-service 
study and did not find a 
huge change. They’d re- 
port any issues from 
their annual report if any 
and keep an eye on the 
rate. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
asked O’Brien on behalf 
of RMLD to provide an 
update once the transac- 
tion takes place. He also 
congratulated O’Brien on 
her retirement. She re- 


cal equipment bids and.

sponded saying that she 
was grateful for the op- 
portunity to be a public 
servant to the Town of 
Wilmington. 

O’Connell mentioned 
her own appreciation for 
RMLD’s rates and serv- 
ice. 

The final appointment 
was a request from Town 
Clerk Liz Lawrenson re- 
garding a recommenda- 
tion to change the elec- 
tion locations for the 
September and Novem- 
ber elections at the Wild- 
wood School. She pro- 
posed changing the loca- 
tions for both elections 
for consistency even if 
the school would still be 
useable in September. It 
might even be better be- 
cause the primary elec- 
tion is typically quieter, 
she explained. 

Hull shared that the 
discussion for this pro- 
posal started earlier this 
year after the issue as 
discovered. He reported 
from the Board of Health 
that there were only a 
few issues to be addres- 
sed before they could get 
the septic back up and 
the electricity pole relo- 
cated. 

However, he too saw 
value in using the transi- 
tion for the primary el- 
ection in September as a 
test run for how it could 
go in November. He as- 
sured the board that af- 
fected residents would 
all be notified according- 
ly. 
Gary DePalma com- 
mented in support of the 
recommendation, as did 
Greg Bendel, despite hes- 
itation about notifying 
residents in time. O’Con- 
nell reasoned that in case 
anyone missed their noti- 
fication to vote in Sep- 
tember at the new loca- 
tion, they’d have time to 
receive the one for the 
November election if they 
changed the location for 
both. . 

She also proposed us- 
ing social media to re- 
mind residents of their 
precinct number. 

Bendel asked Lawren- 
son about early voting, 
which she said would take 
place in-person for one 
week ahead of the elec- 
tion including a Saturday, 
along with absentee vot- 
ing. The board voted to 
approve the request. 

Other requests approved 
that night included chan- 
ging the name on the 
flammable license for 
DMS Coating Resins Inc.

The board decided to 
leave further. discussion 
on the town manager per- 
formance evaluation pro- 
cess for a future meeting 
when every member was 
present, so they moved to 
table that item. O’Connell 
emphasized the goals 
they create for the town 
manager should be achie- 
vable and consider the 
town manager’s bandwith. 

In new business, DePal- 
ma asked the town man- 
ager to write a letter on 
behalf of the town to the 
town’s congressional del- 
egation asking them to 
freeze gas taxes for some 
period of time. O’Connell 
said she would add it to 
the agenda for their next 
meeting. 

Hull also mentioned 
that Comstar, a vendor 
hired by the town for am- 
bulance invoicing, suf- 
fered. a_ cyberattack 
which affected Wilming- 
ton residents. He advised 
the board that the town 
asked for advance notice 
and a copy of the letter 
they would send to indi- 
viduals, though Comstar 
just sent their notifica- 
tion without answering 
the town’s requests. 

Hull provided the phone 
number to direct ques- 
tions and the town’s com- 
mitment to monitoring 
Comstar to make sure 
impacted individuals are 
informed and questions 
are answered. 

The board shouted out 
this year’s high school 
graduates and the dedi- 
cation of Dick Hayden 
corner on Arlene Avenue 
during announcements. 

The Salute to Service 
that night honored James 
DeFeo, a retired lieu- 
tenant commander of the 
National Guard, who ser- . 
ved in Operation Endur- 
ing Freedom and receiv- 
ed a number of medals. 
He’s been a_ longtime 
member of the Boston 
Police Department, Ben- 
del shared, and partici- 
pated in several local 
nonprofit organizations 
including Local Heroes.

School Com. approves updated social studies curriculum

WILMINGTON — Last 
Wednesday night, social 
studies lead teacher Rob- 
ert Mauriello and Assist- 
ant Superintendent Chris- 
tine Elliott presented their 
recommendations for ad- 
opting new Social Studies 
curriculums in grades k-5 
at the School Committee 
meeting for approval. 

Elliott shared that Mau- 
riello has been a huge as- 
set in his work as lead 
teacher for elementary 
schools. She explained how 
the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
frameworks for social stu- 
dies were updated in 2018. 
Since then, the district 
worked to update the cur- 
riculum for grades 6-12. 
Here, they wanted to up- 
date the curriculum for 
kindergarten through grade 
5, accordingly. 

Elliott detailed how a So- 
cial Studies Adoption Com- 
mittee was formed by 
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teachers in each grade 
who explored programs 
for what would be a good 
match according to the 
frameworks. The process 
took place over the course 
of this past school year. In 
the fall, they dived deeper 
into the frameworks them- 
selves; in the winter, they 
identified and researched 
various curriculum pro- 
grams; and in the spring 
they piloted units from 
each program and provid- 
ed recommendations. 
After thoroughly explor- 
ing each program and 
comparing the benefits 
and feedback, the Social 
Studies Adoption Com- 


‘mittee’s recommendations 


were in favor of McGraw 
Hill “Impact Social Stu- 
dies” for kindergarten and 
grades one, two, four, and 
five, and Gibbs-Smith’s 
“Massachusetts, Our Home” 
for grade three. 

The feedback the teach- 
ers gave from the McGraw- 
Hill Impact Social Studies 
included that this pro- 
gram would align with

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Massachusetts history and 
social science frameworks, 
the content was age-ap- 
propriate and engaging, 
and there were formative 
and summative assess- 
ments built in. This is the 
same program that was 
used in grades 6-12 also, 
so it would likely be an 
easy transition. 

Mauriello described how 
IMPACT provides insight 
into the categories: inqui- 
ry, multiple perspectives, 
people, accessibility, con- 
tent and citizenship, and 
teach in the time you have. 

Elliott went on to say 
that the Gibbs-Smith “Mas- 
sachusetts, Our Home” 
curriculum does meet the 
third-grade standards and 
provide engaging and 
readable material. Some 
of the topics it would cover 
for that year would include 
Massachusetts cities and 
towns’ history, geography, 
native peoples, and the 
Pilgrims and the Puritans. 

Teachers would begin 
using these programs this 
September and have relat- 
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ed professional develop- 
ment throughout the year. 

Melissa Plowman com- 
mented that she was ex- 
cited for students and 
staff to finally get a new 
curriculum and to com- 
plete this long-term dis- 
trict goal. 

Stephen Turner said that 
he appreciated the com- 
parative aspects of the 
committee’s research, He 
added that the curriculum 
recommendations seemed 
to align well with their 
goals and help students 
and grades to move at the 
same pace. 

Jay Samaha also said 
that he appreciated the 
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process. He liked that the 
curriculum would have 
flexible tracks if the class- 
room gets off-schedule. 
David Ragsdale men- 
tioned that he looked at 
the curriculum programs 
himself and found them to 
include. age-appropriate 
and inquiry-based ques- 
tions, which he thought 
were fitting. He asked if 
there would be any inten- 
tion to use the online con- 
tent, and Mauriello an- 
swered that it would de- 
pend on each teacher’s 
time and comfort level. 
Ragsdale also asked 
about the transition from 
grade 2 to 3 over to the 


Massachusetts-centric cur- 
riculum. Elliott replied 
that teachers would en- 
sure consistency in vocab- 
ulary and terminology to 
help with the adjustment. 

Chair Dr. Jenn Bryson 
suggested teachers ex- 
plore different ways to get 
students engaged with the 
content that they present. 
Elliott assured her that 
they would do their best to 
support teachers and keep 
the content equitable and 
pedagogical. 

The committee unani- 
mously supported the rec- 
ommendations shared by 
Elliott and Mauriello.

Comstar Ambulance 
Billing Service 
victim of 
cyber hack 


To the editor, 

The Town of Wilmington 
was recently informed by 
Comstar Ambulance Bil- 
ling Service that on or 
about March 26, 2022 sus- 
picious activity was identi- 
fied on Comstar’s comput- 
er systems and network. 

Comstar is a vendor hired 
by the town to invoice indi- 
viduals and/or their insur- 
ance provider for the cost 
of ambulance transporta- 
tion and the associated 
care. Patient information is 
securely provided by the 
town to Comstar on a regu- 
lar basis to initiate billing 
for these services. 

Upon review of their 
computer systems and net- 
work, Comstar determined 
they were victims of a 
cyber-attack which impac- 
ted their network. The 
news was disappointing as 
the confidentiality, privacy 
‘and security of data is a 
itop priority for both the 
town and its vendors. 
| Comstar notified the town 
of their intention to issue 
‘letters to affected individu- 
als. After consulting with 
‘legal counsel, the town con- 
iveyed its expectations for 
‘Comstar to proceed with 
‘the notifications but re- 
quested the opportunity to 
‘review the letter prior to its 
issuance and to receive 
advance notice of the mail- 
‘ing date. 

_ While Comstar has taken 
steps to issues these let- 
‘ters, they unfortunately 
failed to honor the two 
Seapas previously noted. 
‘During the latter part of 
the week of June 6, Com- 
star began mailing notices 
,of this breach to affected 
lindividuals served by Wil- 
‘mington’s ambulance serv- 
‘ice in Massachusetts and 
‘multiple other states. 

If you have received a 
‘notice from Comstar Am- 
bulance Billing Service, 
please do not ignore it.

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The notice is legitimate 
and is intended to provide 
impacted individuals with 
advice on the steps to take 
to assist in protecting your 
personal information. 

Comstar has established 
a call center to address 
questions from individu- 
als. That phone number is 
1-877-587-4280. The call cen- 
ter is accessible between 
9 a.m. and 9 p.m. Eastern 
Time, Monday through Fri- 
day. 

The town is in regular 
communication with Com- 
star about their respon- 
siveness to those impacted 
by this cyber-attack in ad- 
dition to the steps Comstar 
is taking to secure their 
computer systems and net- 
work. Since only Comstar 
has the specific details on 
information that may have 
been compromised, only 
Comstar will be able to 
answer questions. 

The town does not main- 
tain this confidential infor- 
mation which means that 
calls received by town 
departments will be refer- 
red to Comstar. 

We all rely upon electron- 
ic media for transactions 
of one form or another. 
The town recognizes and 
fully appreciates the con- 
cerns about personally 
identifiable information 
and confidential medical 
conditions potentially be- 
ing compromised. Unfortu- 
nately, cyber-attackers con- 
tinue to pursue access to 
restricted information ac- 
ross all business sectors. 

The town is monitoring 
Comstar’s course of action 
closely to ensure that all 
impacted individuals are 
informed and that all ques- 
tions are addressed as 
expeditiously as possible.

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Senate to take up landmark 
voting reform legislation 


BOSTON — The VOTES 
Act Conference Commit- 
tee reached an agreement 
on a landmark voting re- 
form bill (8.2924) that 
reconciles differences be- 
tween S.2554 and H.4367. 
The reconciled VOTES Act 
permanently codifies the 
popular mail-in and early 
voting options used in Mas- 
sachusetts in 2020, in- 
creases ballot access for 
voters with disabilities 
and service members 
overseas, and takes steps 
to modernize the. Com- 
monwealth’s election ad- 
ministration process. 

At a time when democra- 
cy is under attack across 
the United States and ac- 
ross the globe, the VOTES 
Act implements vital mea- 
sures to protect and ex- 
pand voting rights here in 
Massachusetts. 

“Voting is the corner- 
stone of our democracy, 
and Massachusetts must 
be a leader in defending 
this sacred right,” said 
Senate President Karen E. 
Spilka (D-Ashland). “We 
must ensure that every eli- 
gible voter — whether 
they are a person with a 
disability, a member . of 
our armed forces station- 
ed abroad, or just home 
sick — is fully able to exer- 
cise their right to vote.

I’d like 
to thank my conference 
committee co-chair Lead- 
er Moran for his close 
partnership and collabo- 
ration, as well my fellow 
conferees and everyone 
who was involved through- 
out this process.” 

The VOTES Act Confer- 
ence Committee filed its 
official report, and the 
Senate will take up the 
reconciled bill in the com- 
ing days. The bill contains 
the following key provi- 
sions: 


Permanent mail-in voting 

e Allows registered vot- 
ers to vote by mail for any 
presidential, state or mu- 
nicipal primary or elec- 
tion. \ 

¢ Municipalities may opt 
out of offering early vot- 
ing by mail for any mu- 
nicipal preliminary or el- 
ection not held on the 
same day as a state or 
federal election. 

eAllows registered vot- 
ers to request a mail-in 
ballot for all applicable 
preliminaries, primaries, 
and elections in the calen- 
dar year. 

¢ Requires the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth 
(SoC) to send out mail-in 
ballot applications, with 
return postage guaran- 
teed, to registered voters 
before each presidential 
primary, state primary, 
and biennial state elec- 


tion. 

¢ Requires the SoC to im- 
plement an online portal to 
allow voters to request a 
mail-in ballot. 

¢ Requires mail-in bal- 
lot applications to be pos- 
ted on every municipali- 
ty’s website. 

¢ Guarantees return pos- 
tage for all mail-in ballots. 


Expanded early voting 

in-person 

¢ Enshrines two weeks 
(including two weekends) 
of early voting in-person 
for biennial state elections 
and one week (including 
one weekend) for presi- 
dential or state primaries. 

¢ Requires municipali- 
ties to establish accessi- 
ble early voting sites. 

¢ Requires larger muni- 
cipalities to have early vo- 
ting sites open for longer 
hours during the early vo- 
ting period. 

e Allows municipalities 
to opt-in to early voting in- 
person for any other mu- 
nicipal election not held 
on the same day as a state 
or federal election. Elec- 
tronic voting options for 
voters with disabilities and 
service members 

e Enables a voter with 
disabilities to request ac- 
commodations from the 
SoC, including an accessi- 
ble electronic ballot ap- 
plication, ballot, and vo- 
ter affidavit that can be 
submitted electronically. 

¢ Streamlines the voting 
process for uniformed and 
overseas citizens, giving 
them the option to vote 
through an electronic sys- 
tem approved by the SoC. 


Registration reforms 

¢ Moves the voter regis- 
tration deadline from 20 
to 10 days before a prelim- 
inary, primary, or elec- 
tion. 

¢ Requires the SoC’s on- 
line voter registration por- 
tal to be offered in multi- 
ple languages. 

¢ Clarifies the automatic 
voter registration process. 


Jail-based 
voting reforms 

¢ Helps ensure that in- 
carcerated individuals 
who are currently eligible 
to vote are able to exercise 
their voting rights. 

e Requires correctional 
facilities to display and 
distribute voter education 
and election information 
materials, as prepared by 
the SoC.

cials to pre-process mail- 
in and early voting. ballots 
(by opening up envelopes 
and verifying signatures 
in advance of election day). 

e Makes it easier for el- 
ection officials to appoint 
and fill vacancies in poll 
workers. 

¢ Gives municipalities 
discretion as to the use of 
check-out lists at polling 
locations. 

¢ Requires the SoC to 
join the Electronic Regis- 
tration Information Center 
by July 1, 2022, in order to 
help Massachusetts keep 
more accurate voting rolls. 

e Instructs the SoC to 
conduct a comprehensive 
public awareness cam- 
paign to highlight the pro- 
visions in the bill. 

Overall, the VOTES Act 
builds upon the successful 
temporary mail-in and 
early voting options used 
in 2020 in Massachusetts. 
More people voted than 
ever before in the Com- 
monwealth in the 2020 gen- 
eral election: approximate- 
ly 3.66 million residents 
cast ballots, totaling 76 per- 
cent of all registered vot- 
ers. 

Moreover, 42 percent of 
voters voted by mail in the 
general election, and an- 
other 23 percent voted dur- 
ing early voting windows. 
Similarly, over 1.7 million 
people voted in last year’s 
state primary, the highest 
number of voters ever in a 
state primary. Close to 
half of all voters voted by 
mail during the primary.

Sunday, June 19, is Fa- 
ther’s Day, a time to ho- 
nor dads across the na- 
tion. It is a day of respect 
and gratitude bestowed 
on a valued member of 
the family unit. 

Though widely celebra- 
ted today, the concept of 
Father’s Day was not 
greeted with open arms 
when first introduced in 
the early 20th century 

The counterpart to Fa- 
ther’s Day is, of course, 
Mother’s Day, which was 
officially recognized in 
the U.S. in 1914. 

Mother’s Day at that 
time was equated with 
femininity, and celebrated 
with gifts of flowers and 
kind gestures to recognize 
the tender, loving affec- 
tion given to all by moth- 
ers across the nation. 

In the early 1900’s, Am- 
erican society was still 
mainly male dominated, 
so one would assume the 


suggestion of a day to ce- 

lebrate men would be 

more than acceptable. 
However, many men

found the idea of Father’s 
Day to be too effeminate 
and sentimental for the 
male population. Many 
men also thought it to be 
a commercial gimmick to 
sell products that would 
ultimately be paid for by 
the man of the household 
anyways. 

But as history has 


shown, behind every great: 


man there is often a great 


woman, such as the wo- 


men that were behind the 
idea of celebrating Fa- 
ther’s Day. 

The first known celebra- 
tion of Father’s Day oc- 
curred in Fairmont, West 
Virginia in the year of 
1908, when hundreds of 
men from the town of 
Fairmont died after the 
worst mining accident in 
U.S. history. 

The daughter of the lo- 
cal minister, Grace Gold- 
en Clayton, suggested a 
service to honor all fa- 
thers in light of the recent 
mining tragedy. Although 
well attended, the service 
did not become an annual 
event. 


Then in 1909, while at- 
tending a Mother’s Day 


service in Spokane, Wash- 
ington, Sonora Smart 
Dodd was inspired to cel- 
ebrate fathers in the same 
way that mothers were be- 
ing celebrated across the 
nation. 

Sonora and her five 
brothers were raised sole- 
ly by her father, Willian 
Jackson Smart, after his 
wife died during child- 
birth in 1898. 

Thanks to her persever- 
ance, Sonora convinced 
the Spokane Ministerial 
Association and_ the 
YMCA to set aside a 
Sunday in June (the birth 
month of her father) to 
celebrate fathers. 

On June 19, 1910, the 
first Father’s Day cele- 
bration was observed in 
Spokane. Sunday church 
service was dedicated to 
fatherhood, boys of the 
YMCA wore roses on 
their lapels, and Sonora 
arranged for gifts to be 
delivered to disable and 
needy fathers in the com- 
munity. 

This event was widely 
publicized, but still the 
notion of Father’s Day 
was slow to catch on. 


Perry's blacksmith shop,

There is new construc- 
tion underway at Perry’s 
Corner in Wilmington. 
The particular site has 
been vacant for three- 
quarters of a century, but 
for more than a century it 
was occupied by Perry’s 
blacksmith shop. 

‘When Asa Sheldon set up 
a blacksmith shop there 
about 1835, there was no 
corner. Woburn Street was 
the only road and it would 
be another 15 years before 
Lowell Street would be 
built. It was just by coinci- 
dence that the blacksmith 
shop was on the corner. 

The blacksmith shop had 
originally been built in 
1835 in Boston, where 
Sheldon was using ox carts 
to excavate the top of Pem- 
berton Hill. When the job 
was finished, he moved the 
blacksmith shop and one 
of the blacksmiths to Wil- 
mington. John S. Perry had 
lived in Charlestown. 

Perry married Martha 
Snow and bought the old 
Winn farm, of about 70 
acres, which included the’ 
blacksmith shop. Their 
marriage is not listed in 
the Wilmington records, 
but their first child was 
born in 1839. There would 
be 10 more Perry children. 

For most of its existence, 
the blacksmith shop was 
owned by women. When 
blacksmith John S. Perry 
died in 1865, his oldest son 
was not of age, so his 
daughter Alice inherited 
the blacksmith shop. Her 


A Lowell Street, built about 1851, ran very close to Perry's 


brother, John W. Perry, 19, 
became a blacksmith and 
ran the shop. 

The outside of the build- 
ing had several metal signs 
advertising tonic, plug to- 
bacco and other commodi- 
ties sold inside. The other 


purpose of the signs was to - 


cover holes in the wall, 
through which would have 
come wind and rain, were 
it not for the covering. 

It spite of its broken- 
down appearance, it was 
quite a business. Often 
there would be a half-do- 
zen horses tied to a hitch- 
ing rail along Woburn 
Street, waiting for shoeing. 
When things got busy, Per- 
ry, or a helper, would go 
out and remove one shoe 
from each horse, to make 
sure the customer wouldn’t 
leave. 

As winter set in, the first 
ice on the roads would 
bring a rush of customers 
wanting spiked shoes for 
their horses. There might 
be a three-hour wait, as 
the shoeing job included 
care and trimming of the 
hoof. The shoes had to be 
heated on the forge and 
hammered to fit the hoof. 

The back room, built 
after the shop had been 
moved, was often the 
scene of card games or 
dominoes, especially on 
rainy afternoons, when 
the farmers could not 
work in their fields. 

In front of the building, 
there was a flat stone, with 
a depression in the center, 
on which wagon wheels 
would be made. The hub,

In 1916, President Wood- 
row Wilson and his fami- 
ly personally observed Fa- 
ther’s Day, but it wasn’t 
publicly celebrated by a 
U.S. President until 1924 
when President Calvin 
Coolidge signed a resolu- 
tion in favor of Father’s 
Day. 

The push continued for- 
ward to celebrate Fa- 
ther’s Day through the 
Great Depression. Dur- 
ing this era, the economy 
needed any extra boost it 
could get. Father’s Day 
was used as a sales pro- 
motion by struggling re- 
tailers to persuade fami- 
lies to chip in and pur- 
chase something for dad 
that he would not pur- 
chase for himself. 

World War II also had 
an impact on the progres- 
sion of Father’s Day. 
While men were on the 
front lines, Father’s Day 
was another way for fam- 
ilies to connect with loved 
ones and support the 
American troops. 

No other official dedica- 
tion of Father’s Day was 
made until 1966, when 
President Lydon Johnson 


signed an executive order 
that Father’s Day be cel- 
ebrated on the third 
Sunday of June. i 
Eight years later, in 
1972, Congress passed an 
act to officially make Fa- 
ther’s Day a national hol- 


iday. 
Today, Father’s Day is 
celebrated throughout 


the nation, and despite 
original thoughts that 
gift giving was more for 
mothers than fathers, 
this year’s consumer 
spending for Father’s 
Day is expected to total 
$20 billion. That amount 
is still slightly behind 
Mother’s Day spending, 
which was projected at 
surpassing the $31 billion 
mark for this past Mo- 
ther’s Day. 

The financial discrep- 
ancy between the two ho- 
lidays does not mean that 
our love and appreciation 
of dad is any less, but it 
does hold water to the 
theory that most dads 
can be hard to buy for. 

If you often find your- 
self perplexed at what to 
get for dad, you are not 
alone.

With the Montvale Avenue area site slated to become one 
of the largest life sciences campuses outside of Boston 
proper, motorists heading down I-93 southbound can’t help 
but notice the dramatic transformation taking place at 
Woburn’s old Atlantic Gelatin plant. 

The 107-acre industrial site off of Hill Street, which 
stretches along the highway from Woburn to the Winchester 
and Stoneham lines, has been crawling with excavators and 
other heavy machinery for the past two years as contractors 
knocked down old buildings and clear-cut acres of wood- 
lands to make way for “The Vale”, the largest private rede- 
velopment ever in city history. 

And in a sure sign that the construction of a series of lab- 
oratory and research buildings, restaurant and retail spaces, 
and residential complexes is not far behind, Woburn’s City 
Council last week approved a series of proposed zoning 
changes aimed at making the 1.6 million square foot “Vale” 
site a little greener and easier for visitors to find. 

According to local attorney Joseph Tarby, representing 
the petitioner, the recently passed zoning legislation clarifies 
that rooftop solar arrays and solar carports are an allowable 
accessory use within the city’s technology and business use

Campbell, who _ still

“I have stepped up my 
ring time, and stepped up 
my sparring,” Campbell 
said. “Ring rust is a real 
thing. You can do weights 
and hit the pads or what- 
ever, but that is still noth- 
ing like being part of a 
competitive fight.” 

Campbell also acknowl- 
edges that preparing for a 
fight at age 42 as he is 
now, is a lot different than 
preparing for a fight when 


he was 30 years old. But 
none of those factors have 
held him back in his 
preparation to take on the 
27-year old Guerrero on 
Friday night. 

“It has been tough, but it 
has been worth it,” 
Campbell said. “I have 
done as much as I can to 
prepare myself and I am 
ready for it. “The people 
of Wilmington know what 
to expect from me and I 
will be right there in front 
of them. I will get hit, but 
he (Guerrero) will get hit 
too. I won’t be hard to 
find.” 

Campbell is excited of 
course just to get back 
into the ring in any capac- 
ity, but doing it in front of 
his home town fans makes 
his return all that much 
sweeter. In the days and

BILLERICA - As fantas- 
tic a season as_ the 
Shawsheen Tech Baseball 
team had this year on 
their way to a second con- 
secutive CAC champi- 
onship, as well as a State 
Vocational championship, 
the Rams got a stark 
reminder’ last Wednesday 
afternoon that baseball 
can also sometimes be a 
cruel game. 

Taking the field against 

No. 11 Joseph Case High 
- School in the Round of 16 
of the MIAA Division 4 
State Tournament, the 
No.6 Rams were doomed 
by just one bad inning on 
the day, allowing three 
runs in the top of the first 
inning, digging them- 
selves a hole that despite 
their best effort, they 
couldn’t quite fight their 
way out of, as they fell by 
a score of 4-3 when Case 
scored what would prove 
to be the game winning 
run in the top of the sixth 
inning. 

With the loss, the Rams 
ended their season with a 
record of 20-4, while case 
improved to 15-7 and 


where they lost to Bay 
Path by an identical score 
of 4-3. 

“We got off to a bit of a 
rough start. We dug our- 
selves a little bit of a hole 
there in the first inning,” 
Shawsheen coach Brian 
McCarthy said. “But I 
was proud of the way we 
battled back. That’s one 
thing we talked about 
after first inning. We 
have never quit in any 
game, and we knew we 
could battle back and we 
did. But one bad inning 
was all it took.” 

Case jumped on_ top 
early on, getting some 
good rips in on junior 
lefty Conlen Powell, with 
four base hits in the first 
inning, including a one 
out ground rule double by 
senior first baseman 
Cooper Khoury to drive in 
a pair of runs and give the 
Cardinals a quick 2-0 lead. 
It looked like Powell 
might escape _ further 
damage at that point, as 
the next batter grounded 
out to second, but a little 
dribbler up the third base 
line for an infield hit by 
the next batter, Christian 


Powell and sophomore 
catcher Brendan Lee to 
allow Case to make it 3-0, 
which would obviously 
prove to be critical. 

The Rams were held in 
check offensively for the 
first three innings by Case 
pitcher Ryland Pacheco, 
but in the bottom of the 
fourth inning, they began 
to chip away, getting one 
run after junior Mike 
Maselli of Wilmington sin- 
gled to center and 
advanced to third after 
senior Shane Costello 
ripped a double down the 
left field line. Moments 
later, Lee lifted a sacrifice 
fly to right field to drive in 
Maselli and the Rams 
trailed 3-1 after four 
innings. 

Shawsheen would draw 
even in the bottom of the 
fifth. Freshman Nate 
Galanis of Tewksbury 
started the rally with a 
single to left. His older 
brother, sophomore Evan 
Galanis then reached on 
an error. Following a 
strikeout by the Rams, 
junior Mavrick Bourdeau 
(4-for-4) doubled to right 
to score Nate Galanis and 


once more in the inning 
when Maselli singled to 
center to drive in Evan 
Galanis to make the score 
3-3. 

Meanwhile, to say the 
Powell had settled down 
after the first inning 
would be an understate- 
ment. After allowing four 
hits many of them hard 
hit, in the first inning, 
Case could do nothing 
against him over the next 
four innings, as he did not 
allow a hit from the sec- 
ond through fifth innings. 

“T was proud of the way 
he responded,” McCarthy 
said of Powell. “He didn’t 
get rattled. He knew he 
had the defense behind 
him. They hit the ball 
well against him in that 
first inning, but after that 
he really settled in and I 
was very proud of him. 
He will be one of our hors- 
es moving forward next 
season.” 

Case did finally connect 
for a couple of hits in the 
top of the sixth when the 
first two batters reached 
with singles, but when 
senior Jack Glennon 
came on in relief, the 


nice play at third base by 
senior Owen Duggan. It 
looked like the Rams 
might come out of the 
inning unscathed, but the 
next batter, who happened 
to be the pitcher Pacheco, 
helped his own cause with 
a single to left to drive in 
what would prove to be 
the winning run and make 
the score 4-3. 

Shawsheen threatened to 
at least tie the score in the 
bottom of the seventh, 
when a_ single’ by 
Bourdeau and a four pitch 
walk to Masellii put run- 
ners at first and second 
with one out. But a flyout 
to center and a strikeout 
left the runners stranded 
and sent the Rams into 
the off season. 

“We felt like we had a 
chance there with the top 
of the order coming up in 
the bottom of the sev- 
enth.” McCarthy . said. 
“Once again; there was no 
quit in them, for sure. But 
that was a big run that 
Case got in the top of the 
sixth. So, hats off to 
them. That put a lot of 
pressure on us. It was a 
well-played game _ by 


who doesn’t win a state 
championship, McCarthy 
would have liked to have 
seen his team win a few 
more games to stay alive. 
But at the same time, he

It. hurt 
now, but the reality is that 
20-win seasons don’t come 
around very often. I am 
definitely very proud of 
the team, and maybe a 
few weeks from now we 
will look back on it and it 
will put a smile back on 
our face.”

“play in the first round of 


the MIAA Division 3 State 
Tournament, the 
Shawsheen Tech Girls 
Lacrosse team knew they 
would be facing a tough 
opponent.

place. 

But with that being said, 
when the official pairings 
came_out, the Rams had 
to be looking at their first 
round .matchup’ with 
Essex Tech and thinking 
to themselves “You’ve got 
to be kidding me.” 
Because as well as the 
Rams had played all sea- 
son, on their way to win- 

-ning their fourth straight 
State Vocational champi- 
onship and a 15-2 overall 
record headed into the 
state tournament, the 
only opponent that had 
gotten the better of them 
all season was Essex 
Tech, with the Hawks 
handing the Rams their 
only two defeats of the 
season, beating them 11-6 
in Danvers and then 16-8 a 
few weeks later in the 
rematch in Billerica. 

Still, even with a deplet- 
ed lineup the Rams gave 
the Hawks all they could 
handle in their first round 
matchup last Wednesday 
in Danvers, for almost a 
full half anyway, trailing 
only 6-3 late in the first 
half and 10-5 at the break, 
before eventually losing 
by a score of 21-11 

“The girls showed up 
with nothing to lose. They 
played with admirable 
intensity for the -entire 
game,” Shawsheen coach 
Alex O’Reilly said. “We 


were down three starting 


seniors due to scheduling 
conflicts and injury. We 
only had one sub and peo- 
ple were playing all over 
the place. Attack players 
were in defensive posi- 
tions, mids were sending 
down to offense so they 
could catch a quick break. 
It was chaos but they 
rolled with it and made it 
work. 

“We were close on the 
scoreboard for a signifi- 
cant portion of the game 
but we ran out of gas. The 
girls cranked it until the 
clock ran out though and 
that was a great way to go 
out.” 

The Rams were actually 
still within striking dis- 
tance with 15 minutes left 
in the game, trailing 14-7, 
but four straight goals by 
Essex quickly made the 
score 18-7, creating run- 
ning time for a_ brief 
stretch due to the ten goal 
differential. But still the 
Rams did not quit, fight- 
ing back to within 18-10, 
before Essex 

“We took a timeout with 
seven minutes left so the 
girls could grab water and 
take a quick break. We 
needed two more goals to 
stop the running time,” 
O’Reilly said. “The girls 
got their second wind and 
came back out ready to 
wreak havoc on Essex. 
We cranked out three 
goals in one minute and 
twenty seconds, but it just 
wasn't enough for us to 
make a full comeback. 

“The girls were relent- 
less until the buzzer went 
off. I am very proud of

and their heads held 
high.” 
Shawsheen was led 


offensively as they have 
been all season by leading 
scorer Kerry Brown, who 
had five goals, while sen- 
ior Devin Sweeney had 
three, sophomore Alexis 
Fox of Wilmington had 
two and freshman Fiona 
Rexford had one. 
Meanwhile freshman 
goalie Pieris Fowler had 
12 saves in her state tour- 
nament debut. 

“Pieris did great in her 
first state tourney game. 
Having the vocational 
tourney experience from 
last weekend certainly 
gave her a taste of what to 
expect,” O’Reilly said. 
“Her demeanor is incredi- 
bly chill. She shows up, 
does her job, asks me for 
her save percentage when 
a game ends, and moves 
on to prepping for the 
next game. She does her 
job and she does it very 
well. Bill Belichick would 
love her!” 

And there was plenty for 
O’Reilly to love about this 
team, particularly her 
seven seniors, co-captains 
Gaby Ortiz of Tewksbury 
and Devin Sweeney, as 
well as Kasey McFadden,

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Wilmington Northeast 
Baseball team falls 
short in season opener

WILMINGTON - The 
Wilmington Wildcats 
might have suffered a 
defeat in their Northeast 
League season-opener on 
Monday evening, but the 
game certainly didn’t lack 
for drama, _ especially 
down the stretch. 

Heading into the seventh 
inning trailing by three to 
visiting Lowell, 9-6, 
Wilmington rallied as 
darkness enveloped 
Seanlon Field. They 
scored a pair but unfortu- 
nately fell short, strand- 
ing a game-tying run at 
third and a potential walk- 
off winner at second. 

“It was good to see them 
battle back like that,” said 
Wilmington coach Shawn 
Roque following his 9-8 
debut defeat. “It was a 
roller coaster ride, with a 
lot of ups and downs but it 
was good to see this kind 
of effort in the first game.” 

Partly due to a player 
drought and an abundance 
of baseball opportunities 
in the region, several pro- 
grams made the decision 
to exit the Northeast 
League this summer, leav- 
ing just four clubs in the 
wake of their departure. 
The League will be repre- 
sented by Billerica and 
Lowell in the North and 
Wilmington and North 
Reading in the South. 
Each team _ will play 
twelve games, four 
against each opponent, 
two home, and two away. 
In addition to reducing 
travel, which is a welcome 
change, mini-rivalries will 
likely develop over the 
next five weeks which can 
only make for*more excit- 
ing baseball. 

“We are going to see 
these teams a lot in a 
twelve game schedule,” 
said Roque. “It will be 
interesting to see how our 
kids respond when they 
see the same opponents 
over and over again.” 

While the quality of 
North Reading and 
Billerica remains: to be 
seen, Lowell proved in 
both the fifth and sixth- 
innings that they possess 
a formidable offense. In 
both frames, they batted 
around the order, scoring 
8 runs to surge past 
Wilmington, which had 
taken a 6-1 lead midway 
through the game. The 
fifth was particularly 
unpleasant when Connor 
Lovell relieved a tiring 
Patrick Stokes and strug- 
gled to find his control, 
hitting three batters con- 
secutively and walking a 
pair. Lowell scored four in 
the sequence and it would 
have been more if not for 
Austin Harper, who 
pitched the Wildcats out of 
a bases-loaded jam. 

“We did have a couple of 
tough innings in the mid- 
dle part of the game,” 
admitted Roque. “We’re 
really using this as more 
of a tryout for the kids 
who were on junior varsity 
last year, to see what we 
have coming up for the 
varsity team next year. 
For the first half of 
today’s game, we had our 
varsity guys in there for 
the first few innings, and 
it turned out as we expect- 
ed.” 

Roque was alluding to 
the fourth inning, when 
Wilmington put up a 
crooked number to claim 
what seemed like a safe 6- 
1 lead. Earlier, Harper 
scored the first run of the 
summer to knot the game 
at 1-1. In the top of the 
fourth, Wilmington hitters 
jumped all over Lowell 
starter Mike Webber. Brett 
Ebert and Stokes led off 
with back-to-back base- 
hits. Webber brushed 
Brett Gallucci to load 
them and then walked in 
Ebert for the go-ahead 
run, Brennan Walsh came 
on in relief for Lowell but 
before he settled, gave up 
four runs on two hits, 
including an RBI-double 
to deep center from Ayden 
Balter. Harper helped 
himself with a basehit to 
score Mike Monteforte 
and Jacob Roque. 

Lowell overtook 
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Wilmington in the sixth, 
rendering two-out dam- 
age, and capturing a 9-6 
advantage. Trailing for the 
first time, Wilmington 
came up and put baserun- 
ners aboard. But Lowell’s 
Walsh had, by this junc- 
ture, found the mark and 
erased the threat with a 
combination of heaters 
and a devastating sinker.

Tuesday night, sopho- 
more Alyssa Adams hit a 
walk-off two-run double 
giving Tewksbury a dra- 
matic 8-7 come from 
behind win over North 
Attleboro and more 
importantly, putting the 
Redmen Softball team 
into the Division 2 state 
championship game this 
weekend! 

After Tewksbury and 
North Attleboro were tied 
at 6-6 after the seven reg- 
ulation innings - which 
included the Redmen ral- 
lying back from deficits of 
5-0, 6-3 and 6-5 - neither 
team could score over the 
next two innings. The 
Rocketeers retook the 
lead in the top of the 
ninth, before they crash 
landed in the home half. 

Junior Sam Ryan led 
things off by reaching on 
an infield error and then 
was sacrificed to second 
by sophomore’ Becca 
Harris. After a strikeout, 
Whitney Gigante got hit 
by a pitch and then both 
runners moved up a base 
on a passed ball. Abby 
Tower came in to run for 
Gigante. 

Now with runners at sec- 
ond and third, two out, 
Adams came to the plate 
to face hard-throwing 
right-hander Kelly 
Colleran, who as a junior 
has already committed to 
play at Boston University. 
She had come on relief in 
the bottom of the fourth 


and piled up 12 strikeouts. 
It look like it was going to 
be lucky No. 13 when she 
got ahead of Adams with 
a 1-2 count.

Melanie Phares was then 
called to give the Essay- 
ist’s Address, and in her 
words, she reflected on her 
short time at Wilmington. 

“When I first moved to 
Wilmington -High School 
from Egypt during the 
middle of our sophomore 
year amidst a pandemic, I 
did not know what was 
ahead. I felt as though 
everyone was on one boat, 
and I was on a completely 
different one.

“We truly stepped up to 
the plate as a grade in 
that instance of newness. 
We became our own best 
version of upperclassmen, 
redefining what it meant 
to be the oldest in the 
school. This serves as a 
prime example of how we 
all can adapt to new situa- 
tions ... 

“So give yourselves a pat 
on the back for not only 
surviving, but for thriving 
through that experience. 
Unfortunately, I do not 
have all of the answers as 
we leave the comfort of 
Wilmington Public Schools, 
our home for these past 13 
years; however, what I can 
say is that although it may 
be a rocky path to success, 
we will eventually get 
there, leaving an unforget- 
table legacy behind us... 

“Let us not be defined by 
what we may or may not 
have done in the past, but 
instead by what we will do 
in the future, because I 
know that will be great 
things.” 

The administration then 
gave out diplomas, and 
students were called one 
by one to’ walk the stage 
and get their diplomas, 
signifying their departure 
from high school into post 
graduate life.

School’s Class of 2022 Va- 
ledictorian, Tayla McDon- 
ald, gave her Valedictor- 
ian’s Address at the Wil- 
mington High School gra- 
duation ceremony last 
week. Her speech central- 
ized around encourage- 
ment to try new things, 
not be afraid of being new 
and inexperienced, and 
her pride in how her class 
stepped up as they abrupt- 
ly moved to being upper- 
classmen. McDonald sat 
down with Town Crier and 
reflected on graduation, 
her high school experi- 
ence, and her speech. 

McDonald talked about 
some of the highs of her 
high school experience. 

“T think the best parts of 
high school for me were 
the connections I formed, 
specifically with teachers. 
Getting to know a teacher 
is such a rewarding and 
gratifying experience. It’s 
as if you get multiple chan- 
ces to prove you are con- 
scientious, personable, and 
have a strong work ethic 
over the course of four 
years. 

“The connections I built 
with teachers were defi- 
nitely a high for me. It is 
so interesting to be ex- 
posed to multiple different 
teaching styles at once 
and to be able to navigate 
what works for you and 
what doesn’t. I consider 
myself lucky to have had 
such unique and brilliant 
teachers throughout my 
time at WHS.” 

She also talked about 
some of the lows. 

“COVID-19 was definite- 
ly one of the lowest points 
of my high school .experi- 
ence. It took away one of 
my most pivotal years as 
a high schooler in terms 
of developing my identity 
and establishing my place 
at Wilmington High. Dur- 
ing this time period, I wit- 
nessed the mental health 
of both myself and those 
around me decline and 
pitied my brother as his 
senior year was essential- 
ly taken away from him. 

“Another low point had 
to be Scholarship Night. 
Although I am so grateful 
to have been invited and 
to have won some academ- 
ic and class rank awards, I 
can’t deny the fact that I 
was disheartened to not 


have received any schol- 
arships. I had the precon- 
ceived notion that senior 
year would be when all of 
my hard work in school 
would finally pay off and 
that all of the stress would 
finally be worth it. 
“However, I was rejected 
from six out of 10 colleges 
I applied to and did not re- 
ceive any scholarships, so 
I felt as if all of my efforts 
had gone to waste. I really 
hoped to win a scholar- 
ship not for the monetary 
value, but for the valida- 
tion that my efforts did 
not go unnoticed. 
“Although I was discour- 
aged, I truly am happy for 
all who were recognized 
that night and still believe 
it is a sublime and reward- 
ing event held by WHS. I 
am grateful for any and 
all awards and accolades 
that I have ever won and 
believe that failure is vital 
in the plight of success. 
This small setback was a 
reminder for me to never 
stop working, even when 
things don’t seem to go 
my way, solely for my own 
satisfaction and pride.” 
When asked if she would 
do anything differently as 
she reflects on her experi- 
ence, McDonald explained: 
“If I had the opportunity 
to do it all again I think I 
would focus less on my 
academics. Throughout my 
time at Wilmington High, I 
was extremely hyper-fixat- 
ed on my grades. I am the 
epitome of a perfectionist 
and refuse to produce any- 
thing that isn’t up to the 
standards I set for myself. 
“With that being said, I 
put my all into my aca- 
demics. I saw that I could 
get the grades, so I felt the 
need to maintain them. As 
rewarding and beneficial 
as this was, it was also 
quite restrictive and de- 
manding. Due to my focus 
on my school performance, 
I missed out on building so 
many relationships, par- 
ticipating in some extra- 
curriculars, and essential- 
ly having a social life out- 
side of school and dance. 
“IT experienced way more 
stress than what is heal- 
thy for a high school stu- 
dent and lost so much 
sleep. I am so grateful to 
have the title of valedicto- 
rian and am proud of the 
work I put in to get here, 
but I don’t think I would 
or could do it again for 
the sake of my own men- 
tal health. I wish I enjoy- 
ed my high school years a 
bit more rather than leav- 


ing gatherings early and 
missing dance rehearsals 
to get in a bit of extra stu- 
dying. 

“Nevertheless, I am proud 
of myself and choose to 
leave high school with no 
regrets, as I don’t believe 
it to be healthy or worth- 
while to carry such thoughts 
with me into my next jour- 
ney.” 

She then reflected on her 
thoughts as she construct- 
ed her Valedictorian’s Ad- 
dress. 

“Writing my speech was 
one of the most stressful 
assignments I've had 
throughout the entirety of 
my high school career; 
however, it was also a lot 
of fun. As I was writing 
my speech, I was initially 
focusing heavily on how 
my words would be per- 
ceived by those listening. 
I’ve always had a hard 
time with the thought of 
how others feel about me 
and what they think of me. 
It’s difficult, especially as 
a young woman in today's 
society, to remember that 
it’s OK to take up space 


and be a unique individ- 
ual. 

“However, as I got to writ- 
ing I stopped caring. I re- 
membered that this was 
my moment, a moment of 
which I worked tirelessly 
to earn by myself, for 
myself. I then allowed my 
speech to more accurately 
reflect my _ personality. 
Within my speech resided 
my witty sense of humor, 
my blunt honesty, my 
heartfelt sensitivity, and — 
above all else — my unique 
and optimistic perspective. 

“My speech was not typi- 
cal or conventional, nor 
was it bland or boring. My 
speech was me. It was 
reflective of the highs and 
the lows, the good and the 
bad, the successes and the 
failures. It was exactly 
what I wanted to be once I 
let go of what I believed it 
‘should’ be.” 

She reflected on her fa- 
vorite part of graduation. 

“I think my favorite part 
of graduation was deliver- 
ing my speech. I was so 
nervous for the moment to 
come, trembling and sweat- 


ing as I sat and listened to 
the addresses of my peers. 
However, when the moment 
came and my name was 
announced, it was truly one 
of the most euphoric expe- 
riences of my life. 
“Looking out across the 
field and seeing the faces 
of all of the people who 
have supported my friends 
and me was so sublime. To 
know how loved we are as 
a class is one thing, but to 
physically see all of that 
support is a whole other, 
unexplainable’ feeling. As 
I began giving my speech, 
my nerves melted away. I 
adored hearing how peo- 
ple reacted to both the 
comedic and sentimental 
comments that I made. 
“Hearing the applause at 
the end of my speech and 
looking at the smiles on 
the faces of the crowd pro- 
duced a feeling within me 
that I wouldn’t trade for 
the world.” 
Finally, she talked about 
her post graduation plans. 
“In the fall, I will be at- 
tending Boston University 
with a major in Neu-

“The reason we filed these zoning 
amendments is because there’s language in 
the TBOD that we thought [allowed us] to 
proceed and ask with solar. But [the build- 
ing commissioner] thought there is conflict- 
ing language and asked us to amend the 
TBOD [regs to allow for solar installations,” 
the Rubin and Rudman law firm partner ex- 
plained. 

“We’re also asking to allow accessory 
uses by special permit,” Tarby later contin- 
ued at a recent Woburn City Hall gathering. 
“This would eliminate the need to come to 
the council all the time asking for a zoning 
amendment to allow another accessory use. 
The requests could be for a number of 
things ranging from a food truck to Tesla 
charging stations that hadn’t been thought 
of when we adopted the TBOD.” 

The council sanctioned both changes 
with little discussion and also approved a 
further zoning change that will allow Leggat 
McCall to add one freestanding “wayfind- 
ing” sign on Montvale Avenue. 

Though the massive redevelopment in- 
cludes plenty of frontage along I-93 south, 
the main entrance into the mixed-use Vale 
site will be via Hill Street, a nondescript 
roadway off of Montvale Avenue by the ex- 
isting McDonald’s Restaurant and an AL 
Prime gas station. 

That roadway will be widened as a result 
of a multi-million dollar mitigation package 
approved by local and state officials in order 
to offset project impacts, but Tarby ex- 
plained that his client is concerned that vis- 
itors unfamiliar with the area will drive 
right past the main entrance by the I-93 
southbound onramps and the Stoneham line. 

Once completed, the Vale project will be- 
come the city’s first major life sciences 
campus outside of the Presidential Way cor- 
ridor by the Wilmington line. However, over 
the past year, many other developers have

Transition to the new economy 

Though Woburn’s City Council had little 
to say about the latest Vale proposals, the 
elected officials have spent the past six 
years deliberating over virtually every as- 
pect of the Vale project since Kraft Foods 
officials first announced plans in 2014 to 
shutter its old 400,000 square foot Jello- 
brand manufacturing plant. 

Leggat McCall-subsequently purchased 
the site from Jello parent company Kraft- 
Heinz back in 2017. 

Originally okaying the construction of 
some 800,000 square feet of Class A office 
space in 2020, the council just before the 
start of 2022 sanctioned a major rebranding 
of the jobs-focused redevelopment by allow- 
ing Leggat McCall to scrap the traditional 
office park layout for a life sciences industry 
focus. 

Pitching the rebranding in Woburn City 
Hall back in November of 2021, Leggat Mc- 
Call executive William Gause explained the 
new commercial vision entails the construc- 
tion of five new multi-story research and de- 
velopment (R&D) buildings around a 
central green with a 10,000 square foot 
amenity building containing at least one 
restaurant. 

Four of the new life sciences buildings 
will each contain around 220,000 square feet 
of space, while a fifth building, a GMP bio- 
manufacturing facility will include approxi- 
mately 130,000 square feet of space. Various 
ground-level retail stores, which will com- 
prise a combined 20,000 square feet of space, 
will also be situated in each of the new 
buildings. 

Because the life sciences industry report- 
edly generates far less traffic than a classic 
office park, the redesign allowed Leggat Mc- 
Call to scrap previous plans for one of two 
five-story parking garages. Also being elim- 
inated from the original 2020 design were 
plans for a boutique hotel. 

“Originally, we were envisioning office 
buildings and not life science and R&D, so 
the scale of the buildings was smaller

to complete the Fulbright 
Teachers for Global Class- 
rooms international field 
experience. He also gave a 
shoutout to graduating sen- 
iors and all of the colleges 
they’d be attending next 
year, specifically a number 
of college athletes.
